places of public ivoiship, and from town to 
town, apparently on purpose to disturb Chris- 
tians and Christian assemblies. They seemed 
to take, pains to violate the laws in the presence 
ol olhcers. that they might bo complained of 
and have an opportunity to insult the laws, the 
courts, anil all civil authority. 


A particular instance of their conduct on a 


certain occasion, when Rogers was indicted for

Japanese people are always papoied, though 
the sheets used a;c not over a foot or eighteen 
inches square. 
They are polished, silvered, 


gilded, colored, ot printed, with birds, flowers, 
animals, and many tasteful designs. In look- 
ing over apapar-ilealer's sample-book in Yeddo, 
one ifirely sees a "loud "or uncouth pattern, 
always excepting that of the dragon, in which 
the normal Japanese doth so delight. 


The crowning utility of this tkbt ic is its use 


as taonoy. The employment of paper as money 
is fouflly believed to be the invention of mod- 
ern civilized nations. It was known to the 
Chinese before the Christian era. 
The Euro- 


pean alchemists toiled for centuries to trans- 
mute lead into gold. The Chinese tried paper, 
and it became money. 
The latest results of 


scholarship date the first issue of paper-money 
in China at 110 B. c. The custom was imita- 
ted at an early age in' Japan, though tlie exact. 
date at which the Japanese tried this sort of 
financiering cannot be so accurately stated. Fo> 
centuries, however, paper-money' has been a 
commonplace with the Japanese. Until within 
3ve years ago, every great daimio was allowed 
,0 issue paper-money. 
The traveler in the in- 


terior of Japan still meets with these curious 
relics of the feudel system from which Japan 
has just emerged. 1 lived for one year in the 
city ot'Fukuwi, in the province of Yechlzen, 
where the money used for daily purchases weie 
tlie local issues of the •' Han," or perfect urc of 
Fukuwi. These were strips of still' while or 
yellow paper, from four to eight inches long, 
and two inches u ide. The values of these for- 
midable-looking cards were one-tenth, one-fifth, 
and one-half cent, and one, two, three, four. 
five, ten. twenty, twenty-live, aud fifty cents, 
respectively. The designs engraved upon them 
were characteristic. 
The fat and jolly god of 


riches, seated on a throne_of rice-bags, was the 
most common figure. 
Kic.? is not only the staff 


of life, but the sinews of war, in Japan. It is 
the standard of value ; salaries are paid in it, 
estates are appiaised in its terms, and it is to 
the " bulls and bears '" what sold is to the bo- 
vine and ursine gentlemen ot'Wall Street. 


Nothing else, then, but bags full of rice would 


suffice to build a throne for the Japanese god 
of wealth, who does not look at all like Mam- 
mon, and is as fat as two or throe of Mr. 13ar- 
nurn's fleshly immensities rolled into one.

ed. Immediately tripling his forco of laborers, 


al:<l dividing them into three companies, the 
contractor worked them night aud day until 
the several .acres of Jiatd, white, and silk-lus- 
trous card-board, cut into square feet, were piled 
in the Imperial Treasury (O Kurii Sho,) in To- 
kei (Yeddo). After being engraved, they weie 
rapidly taken up, circnlateil throughout the 
empire, aud are still in daily use, rarely falling 
more than seven por cent, below par, the Mexi- 
can dollar being the standard of value iu Japan, 
as in China. 


The kinmtsu are of various dimensions, rou- 


ging from the size of a United States Treasury 
note, or greenback, through the vario'us sizes' 
of our postal currency. With us. however,

Years ago 
e and his brother, 1 am told, came to this city 
nil embarked in the profitable ten business. 


Alter some years of marked success, there caine 
an estrangement between the brothers and they 
hen commenced to oppose each other and set 
up lival store;,. One of these brothers, at the 
time of this disaster, owned twenty-one stores 
and was one of the wealthiest men in the city 
of New York. Tlie shocking calamity of a fire 
and a family burned to death, always calls uj 
the deepest human sympathy. A short Urn 
before daylight a laboring man perceived th 
smoke issuing from the burning building anil 
aroused the neighborhood.

In case of the adoption of the 
cooked food system ot feeding, those who have 
tried it in connection witli the old-fasliiotiud 
system of dry fueding, have been able to give 
Ihc Mjlalive dilieronco in f'.ivorof steamed food. 
The sam<; is true of very many farm experi- 
ments in other directions, hut no mulls can 
ever IH? arrived at upon which to haso any cal- 
culation, without the keeping of accounts.

In [he application of the principle 01 saving 


manures, night soil .should not be ovorloofcccl 
nor forgotten, all hough it must be said to Lhc 
discredit oi a majority of American farmers, 
that this valuable lerlixinc: substance is looked 
upon with a sort of abhorrence, and hence is 
allowed to be waited. 


One great objection to the use of night toil 


Jlailroad Citlcc.—One and a half cups sugar, 


half cup butter, one and a haif cups flour, half 
a tcaspoouful soda; hake in three or four thin 
layers; while warm spread with jelly; place 
one cm top of the other, and frost the last kiyc<r. 


Cmlard Cuke.—Beat six eggs five minutes ; 


add throe cups of sugar, and beat two minutesj 
two cups of (lour, with two tcaspponfnls of 
cream, tartar, llie jjrated peel and juice of a 
einon. and heat one minute: dissolve a tea- 
bpooful of soda and a little salt in a cup of cold 
walcr, and add this aud beat one minute: and, 
lastly, two cups more of flour, beat iu gradu- 
ally one minute. Baku iu any desired size, 
two inches thick. 


For (lie Custard.—Haifa pint of milk, (take 


a litllc out to mix four teaspoon['ills of Hour,) 
nearly a cup of sugar, a piece of butter half the 
size of an eg^, the yolk of one egg, well beaten, 
and flavor with the grated peel of lemon, to 
taste ; then mix all together, anil cook in a 
water-both fiflecn minutes, and set aside to 
cool. When the cake, is baked, split il with a 
sharp ktiife, and spread the custard, when cold, 
bet \\ccn. 


Meringue Pit.—Take one cup of sugar, the 


jolk-j of three eggs m.e-and-a-half cups of milk, 
two tcas|»oonf'nls of corn starch, the juice aud 
grated poel of one lumon. JJcat the yolks light, 
add the sugar, rub the corn starch iu with tin: 
milk and add Lh,U, aud then (he lemon aud beat 
all well together. Line some pans wilharich 
paste and"then fill with the paste aud bake. 
When done take I lie whites of the three eggs 
and beat them with a tablespooni'iil of sugar to 
a still' fmthj which spread over the top and brown 
in the oven.
